Þbraſe, trouata or bugiarda; and chriſtned it with 
this opinion, that it could march in no otber rancke of 
roeritie, then amongit our /elues the Suſſex Serpent, 
| the German Gholts, and thegreat Armie met in Tar 
taric marching by the Caſpian ſhore over Taurus, 
all which of my owne knowledge came out of the ſhop of 
invention, and were beholding more to deniſe, then ei- 
ther religion or diſcretion : ſo that in a manner I diſ- 
claimed the tranſlating of it, and put it from me with 4 
kinde of contrafted brow : but in truth there were cer-

then when he wiſht for bis PRs notwithſtanding all 
phefl, ered il ons,and ſonze thing elſe more pleaſant! ty enfor- 
ced,the importunitie of my freinds, and that ſame auri 
ſacra fames, got the upper hand of nicitie,and not on- 
ly put the booke into my band, but extrated this poore 
coekel out of a barren ſpring, Which more and more 
I confeſſe opened her ſelfe from my owne affeFtion torbe 
matter and poore experience of c:rtaine repinings euen | 
amongs$t the Turks themfelues, again$F the Jong pro- 
tration of Mahomerts returne,being now full 40 yeere 
elapſed beyond their owne account, and bis promiſe to 
bring themelad tidings of anew Paradice : and in truth 
When I conſidered thoſe excellent prediftions of Scrip- 
ture,that Antichrift ſhall not only be diſconered,but een 
puniſhed in this world; that the Tewes ſhould be recalled, 
and all- apparantly to be ſeene before that doome of 
doomes and ſcourge of incredulitre,the terror of the la#l 
iudgement '[ caſt Op anew account for the entertaining 
this relation, and rancked it thus in the manple of my 
endeuors, which though it troupe with a file or two, yet 
accurding tothe ſlr aitnes of the paſſage may ſerue the 
turne, 4s Well as. a greater Armie, or ſtronger forces.

Checkinoes a- 
monglt them : they onely taried a day and a 
night ro makethemſelues drunke ; which they 
may quick|y.doe.

with an vnſatiatedefireto cellebrate his Orgees, - 


they intermingledtheberries of Zthiopia, wholc 
fullome tuycedoe rather intoxicate thebraine, 
then quench thethirlt : The next day they de- 
parted,and thenext day I ſingled outthe com- 
panie , to finde what Falians were among|t 
them:For in a word I neuerſaw ſo many ſtran- 
gers in one iourney and agreeing ſo well toge- 
ther, the report of it was pleaſant, but when I 
heard it from their owne mouthes, it added 
both delight & contermer, I could both name

becauſcI aimear another marke I will not vn- 


furniſh my quiuer to ſj pend a rouing ſhafccono 


purpoſe, but ina word, here were many of my 
acquaintance, 
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-acquaintance, amonglt whome only Siaano 
Gritti and Bartholomeo Caponi with two friers, 
oncan Auguſtine, anotherofthe order of Serui, 
lodged in che ſamehouſe with vs : They ſpent 
three daics in reſt, and reſted the night very 
ſoundly,yerthe friers were many times iang- 
ling, and ſoangred Signter Stephano, that oucre= 
paſſionate one night he bad the deuill take 
them , whether they croſſed themſelucs or no: 
the darkneſs interdifted my diſcoucrie,butT 
will be ſworne , I heard them thump their 
breaſts to my bed, and Lintreated my Gent: to 
lerthem alone. Oh,ſaid the Mendicant frier,lit- 
tle do you know thediſcepration berweene vs, 
andlefſe may we inſtruct you in it, till a fitter 
opportunity. For we haue ſucha ſtrange ſto- 
ry to diſcourſe vpon, as will ſpend a dayinthe 
Epitome , and makeall Exrope ro wonder in the

Truly good Sir, the very Emphaſis of his 
words amaſed me, and the oucr deſire of 1n- 
ſtruction led me preſently to the way of vigi- 
lancy, and I fat vp inmy bcd , asif I meantra 
heare a tale indeede, had not Siguior Stephano 
made meallo the ſubicct of his anger,and bad 
me goout of the bed,ifI was {0 womanith and 
idlc 
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idle,that I could not rarry til day light,to h cares Nt 


alying talc of a frier. 

Till chis the Auguſtine frier was filent, but 
now inſome diſtemperature raiſed his paſſion, 
as high as eucr Signior Scephanoes was , telling 
him to his face,it was ſpoke likea Lutherane,and 
Eeretick, tolay any ich impuration on men of 
their qualitie, religious obſcruants, and farher- 
confeſſors. For they madea conſcience of tel- 
ling an vatruth , and acknowledged it more 
then a Veniall {in to countenance a lie through 
the creditofany religious order : well;{aid S1g- 
nior Stephano if you will not licin your words, 
yerI pray you lic ſtil[in your beds, andir (hall 
bepartofmy penance, ro acknowledge mine: 
crror , and make a retractation of offending 
you : This anſwere made way to the ſedation 
ofthis vnquictneſſe, and ſo we gaueouerour 
parlee, and made ſome vic of a mornings 
lleepe. | 

The nextday thefricrs of cthemſclues remem- 
bring their Maratine howers, after deuotion 
was: oucrpafled , came voluntarilic into .our

! inſholcs, and thenthe fiſhers, and ſuch as are 
appointed for this purpoſe, throw little peble- 
ſtones into their mourhes, and ſo keepethem 
from cloſing againc;and thus are their Pearles 
kindly taken our, and knowneto bc full ripe 
by thcir colour. For you muſt conſider x 
Pcarles groweas the meatin nigncs, and yecld 


Ereat pls being ſoft, but afterwards moſt 

worth of eſtimation, as ſhe is Oriental, the ſhell 

makes that we call Mother of Pearle, and in the 

ſame they areranked togctherliketeethin ones 

mouth, as if they were couched in a bed of 

purpoſe ; ſometimes 15.or 16.in a ſhell, onely 

the Ynion hath his name of being alone, and [ 

thinke ispriuiledged with extraordinary great- 

neſle by —__ alonc : Now at cuery draught 7 

(orif you will, courſe of ſeparation) they haue | 

a cuſtome by way of gratuitic, to giue to ſuch 
religious 
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. religious men as are reſident amongſt them, 


ro ſome more, ſomeleſle,according as affection 
ſhall induce them, ſo that for my partſuch as 
they are, I haue 500. to fhewyou : at Catara we 
had diuers camels, that came from Iafa and Ca- 
fifa : and within three daies according to their 
cuſtome 200. Arabian horlse came from Zoar 
and Cazape : there wasone principall Aga and 
4. vader (aptaines, and ſo inſeucrall companies 
weprepared for the great deſert of ElaF,paſling 
ſuch mountaines and ſtrange woods , that the 
volage alone were worthy the deſcription;in 
regard we found ſnow in greater aboundance, 
then is in mount Seneſe, & ſo many wild beaſts 
both on the mountaines, andin the woodes, 
that welay not one night withouta hedge of 
ficr, & in ſcucrall companies we made a oi 
as it were of a burning campe, and both Lions 
and Tigers cameto fee, whatwedid , though 
they durſt not approach, we made thirty daics 
of this traucll, and ere we came to Mecha had 
only {1ght of 3. Townes, for whoſe fake we 
fetched a greatcompaſls, although the pretence 
was to auoide thc hugelt hills, and ſo we went 
from Catara to Lagana to Salata and Gacha:from. 
chenceloding our camells with many skinnes 

and 
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prouifion, we came in good rime to Mecha. I 
cannortcall ita city becauſe it is vawalled, nor 
a village, becauſcit hath 8900. houſes in it,nor 
rich becauſe the opulent merchant lies at Liden 
a port rowne vponthe red ſea, ſome 50. Italian 
wilefrom Mecha , nor poore becaulcit is{o po- 
pulous, for the reſort of ſo many thouſand 
ſtrangers that come hither ro view therombe 
of Mahomet , in which(asI my ſelfe was ) they 
arc all decciucd : for although he was bornc 
heere, and hath CharaFered with his Fame one 
of the gloriouſeſt ſtories in the world , yet was 
he nor buried hecre, but by a ſtrange policie 
tranſlated ouer a great deſert, ro Medina Talnabi, 
where at this hower is both his Tem ple and 
his Sepulcher; by the way you come to the 
pretty towne of Tacine:8& howlſocuer any man 
preſumes of his own cunning, & better intelli- 
gence, yet from what coalt ſocuerhe comes,he 
mult go to Mecha fir{t,and rheir recciuea ticker 
from the Beglerbeas ; tor which he paics halfe a 
florenceducket,ere he can beadmitted into the 
Conuoy for Medina : a littell apprehenſion 
brought vs to the knowledge of Garhings 


and1o by generall confent, my brother andI 
C3 | ra 


and teeth of beaſts, as we vnloded them of our 1 
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tocureour vnderſtanding thebetter , which 
was almoſt vicerated with ſtrage variety both 
of report and hiſtoric, went thither in perſon 
abourrhe cndof Seprember , to be beholding to 
our owneexpericnce againſt opinion : But be- 
fore we camethither, we met with many pal- 
ſengers, as it werediſtraCted with feare, and 
when we camcfoundall the country confoun- 
ded at avifion or apparition, which had laſted for 
a fortnighr,and ſo continuing: 7. daies longer, 
affrightred the people, andtherather becauſe 
no man durlſt interpret the ſame, or couldin- 
dcede be bcholding to diſcouery forthe truth; 
only one of the Deruces, aſtoniſhed them with 
a \udden boldneſſe,and becauſcheere were ma- 
ny of the race of Mahomet, and ſome Doors of 
thelaw,who repugning the oratory,rather be- 
| leeued Nararalls and Lunaticks, whom indeede 
they immagine extraordinarily inſpired with 
a Sypernaturall Spirit. the poore Preeſt was much 
oftenſiuc in his diſcourſero themall; ſorthey 
conſpired againſt him , and pur him to death, 
by which occaſion hcere are Foure remarka- 
ble things to be conſidered, 1. Firlt the wiſton it 
ſclfe:2. Secondly his oration, 3. Thirdly che man- 
ner of his execution. 4. Fourthly what a Der- 
Ke is. Concerning 
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Concerning the viſion about the 20. of Septays- 
ber,there happened ſogreata tempelt,thar there 
was as it wereaſencible darkneſle about mid- 
night, fo fearctullathunder, that thoſe, which 
werealleepe werea wakenedat the ſame, and 
thoſe which were awake,beſ1des themſclues:ar 
laſt a voice like lightning madea ſtrange rup- 
rure,and with Siznficant Arabian CharaFers ſo 0- 
pened rhe thickecloudes, and diſpelled the ya- 
powres that wich a kinde of ſtench, &1ſuffoca- 
ting ſ\mokethedarknes departed, & the people 
heard,and thereſt read it to this purpoſe , O wby 
will yee beleene in lies ? For when the {torme was 
appeaſcd, and thatrhe ſerene cllementpreſen- 
ted herſelfe ro their veiwe, they might cafily 
read theſe words in the firmament. Somertwo 
howres after betweeneto and three inthe mor- 
ning,there appeared a woman all in white com- 
pafled with thcbeames of the Sunne, hercounte- 
nance was amiable and cheerefull, and the held 
in herhand a written booke : ſhe had no ſo0- 
ner mounted out of the North weſt and by Weſt, 
to her full height and radiance, bur round a- 
bour the Eat, and Scwth many armics of Turkes, 
Per ſtans, Arabians, Moores and ſuch likeappcared, 
rancked as it were with martiall diſcipline,and 


ready 
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:cadly to charge vpon her. but ſhee with an vn- 


| daunted courage, kept her ſtanding, and vicd 
no other meanes, bur only opencd the booke, 
at the {1ght whercof the whole army fled,and 
preſently all the lamps about Mabomers tombe 
were extinguiſhed. For as ſoone as cuer the 
atparifon or viſion oaniſhed , which was com- 
monly an hower before Suxneriſing, a pleaſant 
murmuring wind was heard, to whoſe crupti- 
onthey imputed the putting out of the lampes. 
For you mult vnderſtand, that though the 
windowes of the temple, were dooblebarrd 
withiron, and richly guilt, well glazedand cu- 
rioully cemented , yer the ſtorme came ypon 
them with ſuch imperuoſitic,that neither glaſſ 
noriron withſtood the violence : the Temple, 
itſelfeis verie high , made with a rotunde and c4- 
be faſhion , it hath maniegallcrics, yet none {@ 
necre in approch , as to diſcouer, howthe 
Tombeis faſtned : only the common opinion 
is, that it is made of {teele, and by cunning im- 
poſture placed in the Center of the Church, vnder 
agreat Adamant , whoſe vertue attracted it to 
the rop,this the lamps ſhew plaincly , charther 
hangs ſuch a coffin:For 3009.lampes continu- 
ally , night and day make a moſt reſplendant

ſhow abour the galleries, but yet how the cof- 
; fin is faſtned, doe nor diſcouer : oncly my bro- 
| ther and I learnt thus much, that the coffin is 
indeede molt cunningly mortiſed into the 
roofc,and hath nothing in it, bur the firſt 4/- 
cberon originally writ by Sergivus a monck, of 
the firlt order thateuer was, which contracted 
with him; who liued to ſee.the people appre- 
| hend,thar the Angells had drawne him to hca- 
| uen, and kept his monument with their conti- 
nuall guard about it: The monck indeed bu- 
ricd the body iuft vnder the place, and liued fo 
long, that heſaw this poſition of theiligion 
ratcticd, that it was Capital for any man to dil 
pute of the veritie of the ſtorie : 

The ancicnt pilgrimsI meane Turks of Maho- 
mets race, who after they hauc viſited this place 
neuer cut their haire , were much exanima- 
ted, and ſo exaſperated at this accident, that 
they wrecked their anger vpon the poore 
Prieſt, who, for his plaine dealing paid 
for all.

large the Turkiſh Empire : For the world had 


ncuer but three true religions , cucry one of 


which had three principall Prophets : 


Firſt God choſe the Tves , and wrought 
wonders for them in Zr , and Candan vnder 
theconduct of thar ſame Prophet Moiſes ; who 
preſcribedthem a law, which had both bleſ- 


{ingsand curſings , whercin queſtionleſſe, if 


they had held the beameof integrity vp arighr, 
no doubt he would hauebinas an inpregnable 
wall of braſſe aboutthem, and terrified their 
enemies with an hedge of fier ; as they vic a- 
gainlt beaſts in the wilderneſle : bur when 
neither promiſes nor threatnings, bleſſings nor 
iudgements, proſperity , nor aducrfity , could 
keepethelepeopleclole ro their maker , bur 


. they proucd obſtinate and rebcllious, yea ſuch 


xefrattary delinquents , that they deniedtheir 
God, and committed Idolatrie in deſpight,and 
made their ſonns goethrough the fe ( an Cxs 
orbitant deuice of fe Denil :then God not on- 


ly 
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ly gauethem ouer to diucrs captiuities, but ar 
laſt extirped them and diſlipated them ouer 
the carth, like chafte before the winde, ſo that 
| by lamentable experichce we ſce, they hauc 
F now neither King, nor Preeſt, nor law, nor 
| Kingdomenorgoucrnment,nor city, nor any 
countrey of their owne;notwithftanding God 
would not ve vnfurniſhed of ſeruitors, bur pre- 
{cntly raiſed a new Prophet who taught thereli- 
gion of (briflianity , and which is a wonder to 
relate: For all they crucified this good man, & 
condemned him for a deceiucr ofthe people, 
neither taken with he picty of his life , nor ap- 
prehending the greatnefle of his miracles, nei- 
| ther wondring at his perſon , nor admitting of 
| his dodrine, ycrafter he was deadthe very re- 
|  portofa fewhiſher men, madethatimpreſlion 
| into the harts of the peeple, thatthe mightricſt 
| Emperorsand kings of the world, wailed their bo- 
nets to his very title , and Jaicd their crownes 
downe, to be commanded by his miniſters ; 
Buritſhould ſceme they grew as corrupt as the 
Tewes , falling into a maine deviſion of their 
(harch , with the diſtinCtion of Eaſt and weſt: 
erecting moſt groſely Hdolatry againe, with ſct- 
ting vp of images, and a nombcr of moſt gew- 
gaw

Iife and perſonall falts in many impious brea- 
ches of | ven law, ſo that God was weary of 
them to, and notonly ſent diviſions ameng(t 
them , bur forſvooke them in the midlt of their 
violent race to gormandize and calc, laſhing 
their ſides with the whipps of forrainepeople, 
and diſpoſleſling them of their chietelt cities 
Teruſalem and Conſtantmople to rhe contriſtation 
of their hearts , and irrecouerable vexation of 
their ſoules : yet ſtill is God the gouernour of 
the world, and prouides himſclfe of another 
Propbet and people, railing our great Mabomer, 
& giuing way to ournation to openthe ſtore-

conſtitutions, ſo that God isnot only angry,” 


bur hath manifeſted it by wonderfull {jgnes & 
tokens, keeping back our Prophet from vs, who 
as you know prefixeda timeto returne, with 
the full conſummation of all happinefle to his 
people, ſo that full 40. yeares are clapſed be- 
yond his limitation, andour account, where- 
ypon this fearcfull viſion is a prediction of 
orcat troubles and alteration: 

For cither doth the opening of the booke in 
the womans hand portend our manifeſt faling 
away, from the fir{t ſcope andintent of our 
law, whereat as aſhamed the whole armed 
multitude departed,confounded withtheguil- 
tineſſe of their owne conſciences : orelle it {1gs 
nifies ſome other booke, in which we hauc 
not yet redd, and againlt which neither force 
nor pollicy ( as it ſhould ſeeme) hall preuaile. 
ſo that to ſpcake with an vndanted confidence 
of mercy from my God for telling the truth;[ 
am afraide ourreligion will beproued adulte- 
rate, & our Prophetdiſcoucred for Collufion, & an- 
other brought from the rouchſtone of truth, 
for the purer mettaile, & ſo this (hriſt thatthey 
talke of, ſhall ſhine as glorious as the ſunne Ec 


ſer vp his name with cuerlaſting eternity.

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© F' Tillthis,the company were filcnt,but when 


they heard him ſo audatious, they cried out vpe 
on this blaſphemy, and taking aduantage of 
their law, which makes all blaſphemy Capitall, 
they preſently condemned him by a definitiue 
ſentence, and acquainting the Beglerbeag with 
all the occurrences, had both his conſent and 
warrant to put him to death. 

3 This is thethird remarkablc thing,which 
I propoſed , becauſe he diced not the ordinary 
dcath amongſt them, which is commonly ci- 
ther to tic about his necke a huge ſtone or pel- 
ler, & ſo caſt him into the ſea;or elſe to ſtrangle 
himwith a ſtring madeof ſinues, like ourbovv- 
ſtringes, for which cxccutions certaine mutes

made of ſinewcs halfe an inch thick,a full yard 
long, ahandfull broad, onely it cncreafed to- 
ward the point like a fiſhes caile , brake his 
bones all to pecces, thePreelt crying to the lalt 
gaſp 0 than woman with the booke ſaue me, and 
ſo yeclded vp his foule, no man knew to 


whome: nor indeede how to demcanethem- 


ſelucs: Forthe ſame inſtant was a fcarcfull tem- 
peſt, and the Beglerbeag by rhe conſent ofthe 


Moaftie diſpatched cectaine of the Spahies to the 
port of Sidon , that ſo they might acquaint the 


Emperor at ( onſtantinople with all theſe occurren- 
ccs the ſooner. 

4, The Fourth thing conſiderable was the 
explication of this order of Deruices , who arc 
more ſignificantly called Turners , they arcof 
the lowclt degree and ſtriftcft order amongſt 
them,much like our ( apachines,they liuc in con- 
templation, and ſceme rauiſhed with the appre- 
henſion of the ioyes of paradiſe, For they

cipall of theſe Preeſts, all the relt fitting croſle 
legdin the quadrant, raiſcth vp himſclfevnro 


a certaine pulpir \bcfore which, ſuchashauc 


becne pilgrims ar Mecha with ſhagg and long 
haireare ſcared, and on a desk lic their bookes, 
both of Perfian and Arabian charafter : thusad- 
uanced for the better accommodating his 
{ſpeech to theauditory,he preachethan hower, 
and cuer ashe names the God that giues them 
bread , amurmuring filence muchlike our cu- 
ſtomeatthe namcof Teſa, is heard amongſtrhe 
people with low bending oftheir bodics, but 
nota word ſpoken. After hisdiſcourſe certaine 
muſick begins, anda ſong ofthankſgiuing is 
diſtinctly pronounced, which finifhed, the 
Preeſt, that preachtcomes into the quadranta- 
monglt the reſt, and leadeth a kinde of mca- 
ſures, with a ſoft and ſober gate; according to 
themodulent ſound ofthe mulick, going faſt- 
cr, and faſter,asthe muſique __ , they 
continuing in the geſture, of looking vp to 
heauen, and holding vp their hands, till they 


turne 
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turneround as faſt as they can, which laſkethw \ - 
full quarter ofan howerz(o that either by fainr- 
neſſc or by cuſtome, they fall downe flat vpon 
the ground,being all in aſwer, & folic grouel- 
ing,til they haucrecoucred their former breath | 
: & {trengrh,certaine officers in the mean while | 
| caſting mitels oucr them, leaſt they catch cold: 
| this turning hath foure diuiſions, and laſterh a 
full houre, but rime ouercommeth allthings, 
; and fo this ſolemnirie recciucth her period,on- ; 
; ly the Prieſt, that preacher, returneth-backe a- ; 
gaine to his pulpir, and after another ſong, 
blefleth the companie, who preſently depart. 
But you muſt vnderſtand, thar no wan out of 
the galleries hath his ſhoes on, norin any of 

their Moſques, though they paſſe but through. 
|  Belides,theyare of great account, and ſome of 
; the fantaſtiquesamongſt them, will vndertake 
; ro interpret dreames and viſions,and as welay, 
tell fortunes: they commonly diſcoucr the 
ſtrange geſture of naturals and lunaticks,who 
are vnmocked, vnhurt amongll the people, 
and ſo reuerenced with rhe better ſort, that 
they verily belceue ſome inſpiration and ex- 
traordinario infuſed ſpirit belongs vnto

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' " F Aﬀer the Pricſts execution, and that the 
whole country grew tumulcuous through the 

| intricatenes and fearcfull diſputing, of this Vi- 
; ſton, my brothcrandI,to preuent vv dan«- 
ger, haſted to —_ in good time, as you 
ſaw,came ordcrly with the (arawan, onely the 
laſt night there hapned this diſcepration bc- 
rweene vs: that the opening of the booke in 
the Viſien muſt needs ſignitic our Bible; to 
which my haſtincs inferred, notby way ofcon- 
tradiction, bur by diuerſitic of argument, that 
then ſurcly we docill ro ſhut the booke, that 
the-people may notread; which my Auguſtine 
brother plaincly told mee was ſchiſmaticall.

this preſageth the conucrſ1on of the Turks to 
Chriſtianitic; thercforelet vs haſte home into 
Iealie, and there we ſhall know what to truſt 
vnto,oratlcaſt both ſecure ourſclucs from the 
confuſtons of theſe Kingdomes,and beableto 
furniſh our vndcrſtanding with a better cer- 
raintic of theſe ambiguities. I rold them I 
would accompanic them to Alexandria, bur 1 
could yet paſle no further, till 1 had recciued 
letters from Florence for my diſcharge : and ſo 
we ordred our affaires accordingly, and com- 
ming with the ſtreame,tooke the next arme of 
the riucr, which led vs to the Porr. 

Burt good Signior, one noueltic begets ano- 
ther,at ourſctling our ſelues, wefound that the 
day before, there was arriucd the Archb ſhop 
of Rhodes, confincd into AZgypt by the Baſhaw, 
eucnin amanner vpon the like occafion,as the 
Deruice Preift was cxccuted abont Mecha : yer 
there was ſuggeſted againſt him-the delivering 
of certaine priſoners, whom they call by the 
name of ſlaucs; amongſt whom, diuers

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Ent ſome happy remembrance of the place, 


wherein he liucd, he aduentured his owne lite 
for their freedome; all which learncd out of 
a diſcourſe of his owne, as the Friers brought 
vs into his preſence, and we gaue attention vne 
ro his grauitic and orderly relation of his buſt- 
nes: bur beforeIcnter vpon the particulars of 
his diſcourſe, I muſt remoue certaine blocks 
of contradiction, and make my way cleare 
from abſurditic,and that rough manner of dil- 
puting by Queſltons, according toa proucrbe, 
thata foole may aske a Queſtion, that all the 


wile men in the world cannot reſolue. 


1. Firſt then you muſt know, thart al: 
though the Turkehaueconquered Greece,and 
ſomeparts of Hungarie, yet he admitteththe 
tolcration of any religion, ſothatthey contri- 
bure his cuſtomes, and acknowledge his ſupc- 
rioritic,he is contented to leaue them to their 
owne cſtabliſhments; ſo that the Grecke 
Church doe publikely maintainetheirceremo- 
nies,and the Roman Catholicks haucby them- 
ſelues a Church by the nameof Francks, cuenin 
Conflantinople, or if you will, in the Vines of Pera, 
or Galats, chuſc you whether: yea when the 
couctous Patriarcke of Conſtantinople would 

| haue 
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haue farmed his placcto the Iewes, the Vicker! 


did nor permit the ſame,butby way of punith- 
ment,confinde him to Zio, from whence with 
a bcliall ſpirit, he in a monſtrous contumacie 
went to Mosko, and about the ycarc 1588. re- 
{1gned that tile co the Archbiſho P there, & for 
100000. peeces of gold, inveſted him with the 
abſolute Primacie of the Patriarck of the Greek 
Church : bur ſecthe juſt iudgment of God,erc 
he had paſſed quire through Moldaria,certaine 
Laniſaries ſer vpon him, and not onely rooke 
away his gold, but bereaued him of his life. 

2. Secondly, you muſt conſider, that a- 
mong the Turkes in taking of priſoners, they 
hauc no diſtinction of perſons , bur in their 
ranſome accounting all ſlaucs, and confining 
them to the Gallics with an ignominious 
robe, ſhauing them, and marking them on 
ſome parrs of their fleth. 

3. Thirdly, that this famous towne, and 
harbour,and Iland of Rhodes was remarkable 
for two things. 1. Firſt,for a Coloſſus of brafle, 
which boaſted of great antiquiric, and was in- 
deed a man in abſolute proportion ſtradling 
oucr the haucn, betweene whole legs, a ſhip 
With full failcs, top and top gallant, might en- - 
| E 3 rcr; 
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fer! ſo that when the Turke ſurpriſed this 
place, he laded 1500 Camels with therubbifh 
of this one monument, whereby molt of his 
great Ordinance were caſt, which be now in 
the Tapinare, the office of his Artilleric; and 
i whereas you ſhall read that S. Paul writtothe 
| Coloftans, it was no other then the inhabitants 
of Rhodes. 2. Secondly, that after the Anights 
Templars were diflolucd, there aroſea new or- 
der to lupply that place,called S.hbns of Iernſa- 
lem, who when the Turks conquered Siria and 
Paleſtina, were of ſo great reucnew in Europe, 
that for many yeares, they both expulſed the 
Saracens, and held wars with theſe new Ma- 
humetanecs : . till at laſt the high decider of 
controuerlies ſubmitted them to alteration, 
and both their Monaſterie and their Palace 
were pulled in peeces, by thoſe barbarous 
hands, that neither ſpared leruſalem, nor the 
wondcrment of the world,the Temple of Dia- 
f nm in Epbeſis, falſified by ſome ſtorics vpon 
* FHeroſtratus, who to perpetuate to himſclfe a 

f name of villanie, {et it on fire. 4. Lalt of all, 
| that howeuer the Alchoran poſition, of nor 
diſputing of their religion,ſcaled vpasit were 
the lauiſhnes of mens copgues from going ar 
large, 
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large,yet will they hcare ſtrangers in ciuillop* 
poſition,and cuen the ſtricteſt arguments, that 
may conculcate and beat downe their new in- 
uentions : but this ſeldome happens, becauſe 
cither they learning none bur the Perſian or 
Syriack language , few men vnderltanding 
theirs,can diſpute with them.

Afterthe Fricrs had oucrpaſſed theceremo- 
nics of gratification, & ampliticd rhe diſcourſe 
of there trauell with the circumſtances of the 
viſton, the Archbiſhop replied: your newes hath 
no way gotany hand of my admiration. For 
ithath beene long ſince frequent among lt vs, 
and vypon another report of the troubles in 
Europe , eſpecially that it rained a whole day 
bloud into Tiber , and that three ſunns were 
ſecne in full radiance ouerthe citic of Rome,ma- 
ny Greeke preefls reſorted vnto me to Rhodes 
with an impreſſed cheercfulneſle , as if our 
Charch were alrcady re-cſtabliſhed in the firſt 
forme ofthe primitiue patterne : nor paſledir 
thus vcd: our ſclues ; burthe Baſhaw ſent 
for meinall haſt, and notonly demanded my 
opinion of theſe things, but made meanes to | 


ccttainedoGfors of their law to cater into furs 
ther 
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" Ehde diſputation with me, I told them plainely, 
chat the originall of Mabomet was a mcere de 
uiſe, which they might cally perceiue by the 
aſlotiation of Sergius one of our moncks. Forif 
he had beene a Prophet of God, he would que- 
ſtionleſse neucr hauc intermingled any deui- 
ces of man : thenagainefor his prefixed cime 
of returning,it was a thing neucr heard nor red 
of , that any one returned from thedead, nor 
ſhall cuer riſc,till the laſt diſsolution,and there- 
fore how much arcyou beholding to that God 
which you doc now worſhip , thar hath from 
heauen diſcoucred ynto you ina viſion whar 
you multtruſt ynto in theſe latter times, &if 
you be not ſtupified with obftinacy, & remain 
more ſtony hearred then cuer the ewes were, 
that crucified the Sauiour of the world, now 
arcglad ridings brought vnto you:Forthe wo- 
man, which appeared is queltionleſſe the 
Church of God compaſsedabour with a Sunne, 
repreſenting the ſonneof righteouſnelse, cucn 
Griſt the Sauiour of mankind, without whom 

| no fleſh can come to happineſse ; the booke in 
her hand is queſtionleſle the ſcriptures,and the 
opening of it, prefigurerh the ſearching and 
contemplation of the ſecrets : but whereas ſo 
| great 
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greatanarmy ſtil fled,as ſhe opened the booke, + 
how can any thing be perſonated by ir, but thar 
borh Perſians, Moores , and your clues, will be 
alhamed and abaſh:d ro conceiue in what a 
ſoctiſh ignoranceandlcacele(s blindneſse, you | 
hauc beene ſo many yeares detained, theretore 
embrace the truth, and recurne to Chriſtianity, 
which will bring you into the direCt path of 
ſaluation, and in the cnd theglorious king- 
domeof heauen. Why replicd one of the Duc- 
gors, how can this be? your prophet was buta 
man, as ours was, and for inuentions of men 
your religivn exceeds, and farrecxceedes thoſc 
fanaticall impoſitions, as you termethem that 
cucr Mahomet gaue vs. 
But among all as the Iewes hauc ofrentold 
you, there be three or foure ſuch {trange things 
in yourrcligion, that itis impoſlible for an ho- 
neſt reſolution ro appreheind, that God would 
be ſcrucd ſo foppiſhly, and childiſhly : Firſt che 
erecting of Images: did God caſt away the 
Tewes, 8& as I hauc heard, curſcd Iereboams calues, 
- yearcntthe kingdome from your great Salo- 

mon, and all becauſe hegaue way to the Idols of 
his wiucs,and will you haut vs be ſo entangled 
againc, asto hcap vp vengeancefor ſo toulc 
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'anabſurdidicon our owneheads? Beleeue it, it 
will neucr bc and it is impoſlible. 

2* Secohidly your prophanation of the Seb- 
beth. Doe we or the Tees buy and {cll as you 
doc? labourand traucll, catand gurmandizc, 
gamboll and play, dance, and ſing atid com- 
mit ſuch bale on that day, asifallthe weeke 
were tied into one bundell, and then ſcropen 
ro floriſh herexpences. 

3. Thirdly your diſpenſations with ſinne 
and (clling ofindulgences for mony: O God! 
is Goda recciucr of money ? or what conccit 
hauc youto thinke, that he that isall louc and 
mercy , Will be corrupted with reward , or 
brought about with mercenary bribes? 

4. Laſtofall your ſumptuous liues, and cx- 
ceſſe of vanity, wherein your (ardinals goc bce 
yond greater princes, and ſhameindeedetheir 
profetiion with vſanftified ſupecrfluitie : I 
name no morebecauſe, I knowtheſe be vn an- 
ſwerableand notcapable of the diſtinQtion of 
perſonall falts. 

With thatl replicd, alchough theſe mightbe 
all veell excuſed with circumſtanriall infirmi- 
ries, and apologicall iofcrences, that the maine 
points of {aluations are held among(t them, 

'S oy ; - yet 
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fongpyhere I remained, 
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yet you know, we haue oppoſed Rome intheſe 


things,and not enly returned the pride of their 
ſupremacy vpon their heads , but diſcoucred 
thcir tirannous vſurpation of our rights. For 
Chriſtianiry began in Antioche and the Greekes 
were the firlt receiuers of the truth, long before 
the Latines , therefore belicuc it withour fur- 
ther diſputing,vnleſs we had time roouer look 
Ptolemeis library of 200000. bookes , both 
Rome ſhall bediſrobed, Antichriſt diſcoucred, & 
the riuer of Tiber low with bloud,, as this the 
rayning of bloud prefigureth , and Mahometh 


himſclte proucd an impoſor,ſo that both Iewes 


and Turks doc what you can,and {ay what you 
liſt, ſhall betaken into our fold, and ſer downe 
in theaccounts of Gods ſheepe, and theChriſt:- 
an flock of (brift. 

When 1 had made an cnd of my fpcech, 1 
proteſt I cannor tell; whetherlT left chem to the 
extremity of rage or laughter : Forthey were ſo 
farr from approouing mFwords, that they cri- 
cd out it was pitty ſuch a fellow ſhould liue, & 
ſo the Baſhaw ro ſhew himfelfea true maintai- 
ncr of the Othoman glory,commirted meto pri- 

+ {ach time as their 


camea new enforcement againlt me, for hid- 
ing 


ad "1g out of the way certaine knights of Malts, 


flaucs, and taken by thcir gallics ina florentine 
ſhip as ſuppoſed to ioyne with the pyrates, that 
had proictted theſurpriſing of Scanderon : bur 
the Baſhaw willing to ſaue my life,as much at- 
fecting theſe gray haires, my former demca- 
nor, andthat outward proportion I carry,ſhip- 
ped mefrom Rhodes ro Alex: and hathcontined 
mean exile to Zoipt, with licenceto liue in 
(ayroas I lift. 

Hence aroſe anewcontention betweene the 
Friers and himſelfc, about the Popes ſuprema- 
cic, & theaugmentation of theClergices pow- 
er from the donation of Princes,and the ſuffra- 
ges of generall Councels, bur the Archbiſhop 
quickly cut them of, and told them: plainely, 
that the Iralian Biſhop was but an vſurper, and 
he made no doubt but the raining of bloud in- 
ro Tyber pretigurcd the deſtruction of Rome; 
& the ſhining ofthe Sunns an hereafter mani- 
fcltation of greatertruth: For fellowes, ſaith he, 
you know,that our Jobn,Patriarch of(on/lantino- 
ple beganne theſe tumors of ambition , againſt 
whom your Biſhop of Rome, called the Greac 
Gregorie oppoled,aftrurfhng himthat any aſſump- 
tion of ſuch an yniucrſal ticle wasancichriſtian 


bur 
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but what followed: the deſtruction of Phocas + 
and Mauritius the Emperors of the Eaſt, and 
the horrible combination of Bonifacius in the 
Welt, which your Bifhops can relate, as for 
your Arrianfaction;what a wonder was ſhown 
in the world, when our poore Athanaſues for op- 
poſing 700.
